A NATIONAL MCCUWSITY. 


When the provision in the federal con- 


stitution is rend which requires ouch 
stato-.lo give full force and credit to the 
acts of another state it will be noticed 
how .grotesque it nil is. The acts of one 
stato nrc by no means assured of being 
respected in another st-nle :ind nowhere 
is this more prominent (him iu the for- 
ty-fivo different, marriage and 
divorce 


laws. It is this fact Unit is lending to 
nn increasing demand that there bo but 
one marriage and divorce law and that 
be a national one. It, is true that while 
on,; roily be legally divorced or nmrried 
in the state in which citizenship is held. 
yot on going ti' some other slate the. 
marriage or divorce may not he lepil. 
Thus in South Carolina tlie divorce of no 
state is legal, (ho state not recognizing 
divorce in the sense the term is applied. 
It follows divorced people moving into 
that state and marrying again lire com- 
mitting a. most serious offense for which 
if found out they will come under the 
jurisdiction of the criminnl law. 


There is not only the question of di- 


vorce—of marriage—but of plural mar- 
riages as well and niNcegnatioii. For, 
say what one will and contrary to Howie, 
the intermarriage of white ami black is 
repugnant. As to plural imi'Tinge. ag.ii'i 
say what one will, the evil i- dominant 
in certain quarters 
in 
the west. The 


open admissions liir-t winter in congnss 
by one of the leading Mormons that lie 
was living in unlawful adultery, known 
as plural marriage, having more than i lie 
wife, ought, to have starlled the law- 
makers, only the startling was hardly 
perceptible. A nritioual law should pro- 
hibit by severe penalties and heavy tines 
this peculiar Utah system, known in oth- 
er states us hignmy, but for which biga- 
my the law sends people to jail. 


Marriage should not be mnde so easy 


that thousand- of people t houghf le.-sly 
enter into the married slate only a few 
weeks, n'.miths or even years, t < > seek tin- 
divorce court.

be mnde so cn>y that the getting unmar- 
ried is but the .-implest. thing in t!m 
world. 
Xothing i.- surer thnn that if di- 


vorce was made dillieulf marringe con- 
tracts would be enten-d into w i t h much 
less ease than at pre-enl. 


Here are one group of stati-s where di- 


vorces are to he had for the mere for- 
mality of the thing. Here in another 
suite no divorce is granted for any rea- 
son, as in South Carolina, an" states 
where divorces are not given unless for 
reasons that do not encourage the hab- 
it. Slates do not recognize the laws of 
other slutes, and with the great indifiVr- 
once displayed by I ho law, the purity of 
the family relation is being undermined 
steadily. The public morals are deterior- 
ating and society as the term i» u^-d, 
and not the group that, in < 
iniinilie-, 


uggre^atc themselves as the "four hun- 
dred," is becoming seriiM^ly fe-lered. 


Congress can take this 
matter, up 


promptly, or it can do nothing, p--ibubly 
-tlio latter course, as being what would. 
bo called'as a play of good polities, but 
still public sentiment is increasing, slow- 
ly may be, until the day will eome wl.en 
the moral senii-nent of the country will 
ri-jo superior and the politician will go 
to make room for the decency and re- 
spectability of the country.

What the hvw should demand, is not 


the dollar .01- two for a marriage fee, for 
none at all should bo charged, but the 


certificate sworn to by competent per- 
sons that no deadly taints lurk, no des- 
troying insanity germs, and a reasonable 
condition of bodily health exists. This 
with the certainty a divorce is not to be 
had for the application and some loose 
swearing with more or less rank perjury, 
would, bo.Vond uny question, lend to a re- 
duction, perhaps, of the marriage rate, 
but it would lead to a much more de- 
sirable reduction in admitted, evils that 
now afflict our social state. It would 
purify American homes and it could not 
but equally purify the atmosphere in the. 
world of business and of social duties, 
l-'or what uplift.- in one cannot fail to 
uplift in other tields and avocations of 
life.

The secur- 
ities held as investments and constitut- 
ing the reserves aggregates $730.593,775. 
The cash on deposit in bunks is given at

i;>04 is stated to have been the enormous 
sum of S2.

But 
denied or not, public policy will remedy, 
positive assertions to the contrary, lor 
a.s to interstate commerce features, if 
these corporations with headquarter* in 
one state and city are accepting policies 
in every state and territory in the union 
as they nrc, every one of them, might 
it nut follow under a strict interpreta- 
tion such business was interstate, com- 
merce'; J-'ven if not, the nature of the 
business, the large accumulations which 
admittedly arc very considerable in the 
custody of a very few men, the great 
power vested in the trustees, so to speak 
of the odiciuls, justifies Ihe supervision 
nf the nation in legal form provided. 


Exclusive state life insurance compan- 


ies may exist, but if so, are scanty in 
number, for the Held must be national in 
scope to succeed. State or nation, some 
ellicient authority must exi-st to exercise 
a proper control and to watch the col- 
lossiil funds that they be not used il- 
legally or to the detriment of business 
men not engaged in powerful trusts and 
commanding corporations.

The work 
will be done as all army work would bo 
done; there could be no clashing of au- 
thority anywhere and besides it would 
be done much cheeper.

even more to the-purpose. This purpose 
is the compelling of coal operators, that 
is. meaning the coal syndicate, to con- 
tinue each mine in-operation1.. This syn- 
dicate) had adopted the United States 
plan of keeping up the price and fixing 
prices, -by means of fixed allotments of 
the different mines, but the new law ar- 
ranges, matters somewhat different, this 
law is explained as follows: 


"The law just passed empowers the 


government board of mining inspectors 
to order resumption of work at, any mine 
which has been idle for six months, pro- 
vided it can be shown that the mine can 
be operated profitably. 
If the owners re- 


fuse the boards can institute compulsory 
process. The owners have the right to 
abandon their property to the state if 
they are unwilling to continue opera- 
tions, or the state can, as a last resort, 
dispossess the ree.nlcitrant owners." 


The operation of such n law .in this 


country could not probably be brought 
about and would need amending in some 
particulars if such could. The best law 
serving consumers and independent coal 
operators would be one compelling un- 
der heavy penalties all railroads to dis- 
card their coal carrying interests and to 
carry to the markets and'sea ports the 
coal of every producer no matter if in 
the trust or syndicate or not, and at pre- 
cisely the same price charged . by the 
roads for carrying their, own .coal and 
coal, of other syndicates.

WENT DOWN WITH SHIP 


3rave Russian Captain Relnsed 


to Leave—Afterwards Res- 


cued Nearly Drowned. 


(Correspondence of the Associated Press) 


TOKIO, Aug. 7.—An oflicer of the na- 


val staff has made a statement in which 
10 pays, high tribute to some of the Rus- 
sian officers participating in the battle 
of the sea of Japan. His statement fol- 
ows: 


"There were several Russian officers 


whose conduct in the recent battle de- 
serves to be held high, as a model and ex- 
ample for all naval officers. Among them 
the most worthy was the conduct of Cap- 
;ain Rodionoff, commander of the Nak- 
himoff. His gallantry is as praiseworthy 
as that of Commander Hiroz. 
During 


the first day of the battle the Nakhimoff 
was 
exposed to the fire of our main 


squadron and sustained serious damage. 
During the fight she was made the ob- 
ject of severe torpedo attack and finally 
completely disabled, drifting close to the 
Tsushima. 
The vessel was sinking and 


Capt. Rodionofl" sent seventy of the crew 
to go aboard the Tsushima, remaining 
aboard himself with his chief navigator. 
When the Japanese approached the sink- 
ing vessel they asked the captain to leave 
the vessel, but he refused. The Japanese 
boarded the vessel and 
endeavored to 


drag him into a boat, but 
he resisted, 


while the ship was listed 
badly and 


threatened momentarily to plunge into 
the sea. The Japanese were forced to 
draw off as the captain went below to 
meet his death. Suddenly the ship went 
down and our men thought the gallant 
officer 
was drowned, but 
providence 


willed otherwise. We found the captain 
and the navigator floating in the water, 
locked in each other's arms. They had 
embraced at what they thought was the 
moment of death and were partly un- 
conscious when we rescued them."

will fight against paying the $3,000, 
claiming that the bank officials, knowing 
the extreme age of Mr. Miller, and that 
he was not thoroughly competent to 
transact business, should not have lojvn- 
cd him the money without some of his 
children or at least a competent person 
was with him. 


"That there will be a fight to the high- 


est courts before the question of wheth- 
er the bank nun recover on the property 
or not is evident. It was at first decided to 
hire a detective to make, an effort to 
land the swindlers, but the description 
of those implicated was so meagre the 
matter was dropped, for hiring a detec- 
tive means expenditure of a large sum 
of money."

Although notice was promptly given yes- 
terday by Roar Admiral Mead of the 
Portsmouth navy yard, on learning that 
the United States warships bearing the 
representatives of Japan and Russia, had 
been 
delayed by fog at Newport, 
the 


news of the postponement of the func- 
tions had not reached any of the citizens 
or Portsmouth. 
Consequently this sec- 


tion of New Hampshire was astir early 
and by 8 o'clock every electric line from 
the country was bringing man}' sight- 
seers. When the fact of the postpone- 
ment became known there were many 
expressions of disappointment, but on 
the circulation of rumors of possible ar- 
rival of the ships most of the crowd de- 
cided, to have a holiday anyway. 


The postponement of the 
functions 


countermanded orders to the state troops 
which were to arrive here from all parts 
of the state. Gov. McLane was up at 
daylight dictating telegraphic orders to 
the troops to remain away until tomor- 
row. Information was also dispatched 
to the congressional delegation from the 
state, which had been invited to partici- 
pate. During the forenoon Gov. McLane 
received a telegram from Third Assistant 
Secretary Pcirce at Newport stating that 
on account of fog last nightj the May- 
flower and Dolphin, and the Galvcston, 
the envoys would not arrive until Tues- 
day morning and that the proposed re- 
ception 
should be postponed 24 hours 


without any change in the program ar- 
ranged. A formal notice was thereupon 
issued to that effect. 


WITTE STAYS IN BOSTON.

injured on one ena and several tree* 
split. 


Possibly the storm which swept th< 


town about 8 o'clock in the evening waM 
the worst. It picked up signs and car- 
ried them a block; hundreds of limbs of 
trees were broken off; the streets wen 
flooded with water and the sewers could 
not carry it off and cellars and base- 
ments suffered. Some telephones were 
damaged and the populace feared a ej- 
clone. 


At the American Skein company fae- 


tory at Lakeside a piece of iron fell and 
struck the whistle breaking the cord and 
spring, causing the whistle to toot far 
more than thirty minutes. Some people 
believed a, boat was in distress on the 
lake; others that there was a fire and 
the members of the fire department got 
on their weather clothes and were ready 
to turn out.

A sad case of moral depravity and ig- 


norance, which has heretofore escaped 
he notice of the authorities, was brought 
;o light today by the sudden death from 
heart failure of Frank Toml, a Bohemian 
about 40 years old, who, although he has 
a wife in the old country, has for 
the 


last six years been living with Mrs, Mary 
Dvorak, a widow, in a little hovel just 
north of the Holmberg-Woichern Drug 
company's store at Douglas avenue aik 
Hubbard street. 


While bemoaning the death of the man 


the woman, between sobs, professed in 
broken 
English her 
fondness for him 


saying, "I loved him, although he dit 
drink too much." 


Toml had been employed in one of the 


Lakeside factories, but for the past week 
lias not been at work, as he wns not feel 
ing well. He drauk considerable liquor 
and after visiting' a nearby saloon this 
morning, shortly after 8 o'clock, stnrte 
for home. 
Soon afterward he was dis- 


covered by John Wuerzberger lying on 
the doorstep of what had been his home, 
unable to move. 


Wuerzbfrger dragged the suffering man 


into the house and placed him upon a 
couch, after 
which be 
called Edward 


Schweitzer, a druggist in the Holmberg- 
Weichern store, and Dr. E. L. Tornpach 
was notified of the case. As soon as the 
physician arrived he prescribed for the 
man, who wns suffering from palpitation 
of the heart, and remained with him for 
nearly three hours, when he appeared to 
be resting easier. 
The man was 
then 


left nlone. 


Mr. Schweitzer, upon returning from 


dinner at about 12 o'clock, thought he 
would step in and see how Toml was get- 
ting along, nnd found him dead. Coro- 
ner Jonns Hoyle was notified, and upon 
his nrrlval. finding that Dr. Tompnch had 
been attending the man, authorized him 
to issue a burial permit. As Toml hnd 
no money, he will have to be buried by 
the city, and Poonnaster Peter Tiedcman 
was so notified. 


Mrs. Dvorak has been employed at the 


"Cuckoo's Nest," doing the housework, 
and has a number of children who. neigh- 
bors say. do not attend school ntul are 
permitted lo ronm the streets at will. 


DAZED BY LIGHTNING 


FINANCIAL. 


At 3 o'clock this morning Charles H. 


King, one of the oldest and best known 
citizens of Racine, died at his home, 1800 
College avenue, of general debility. Mr. 
King had been sick and confined to his 
home for a long time, and while it was 
known that he was fatally ill, the news 
of his demise 
was not 
expected and 


caused expressions of sorrow. 


Mr. King was born in the town of Mt. 


Pleasant, Wayne county, Pa., on the 31st 
day of July, 1830, and descended from 
good old revolutionary stock. On the pa- 
ternal side he came from an old family 
of Rhode Island and on the mother's side 
from Puritans of Massachusetts. 
Both 


of his grandfathers attained ages of 86 
and 08 and they served in the war, the 
first in the war of 1812. 


Deceased received a common school 


education in the schools of his native 
state and there learned 
the carpenter 


trade. He was married in1 Wayne county, 
Pa., September 12, 1855, Miss Lucy C. 
Palmer becoming his wife. 


CAME TO THE WEST. 


Mr. King came west in 1856 and set- 


tled- in Milwaukee, where he was 
em- 


ployed until 1858; then he became a de- 
tective under William Beck and served 
to 1861, In the fall of that year he went 
to Waukesha and worked at his trade. 
In that county he served as deputy sher 
iff for two years. In 1866 Mr. King en- 
tered the employ of the Chicago & North- 
western 
railway 
company as 
bridge 


builder, continuing a year, and in No- 
vember, 18BT. entered the service of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway 
as bridge builder and district carpenter, 
which position he held for a great many 
years. 


MOVED TO RACINE. 


It was in 1879 when Mr. King came to 


Racine and took possession of his new 
residence, 1800 College avenue, and where 
tie passed away. For more than thirty 
years he was. employed by the 
Chicago, 


Milwaukee & St. Paul railway. 
Along 


the whole line of the southwestern divis- 
ion, as well as other divisions, he built 
many substantial bridges and his good 
management »and 
faithful 
discharge of 


duty won him the confidence and esteem 
of the railway management. 


FOR THE GOVERNMENT. 


Nearly ten years ago Mr. King ac- 


cepted a position with the United States 
government as superintendent of con- 
struction of public buildings. He looked 
after the construction of the Racine post- 
oince building and many others through- 
out the United States, sometimes going 
to the coast and at one time was in 
Idaho. 


In politics he was 
a democrat, 
but 


never cared for public office. 
At 
one 


time he was a member of the Royal Ar- 
canum and Fraternal Alliance. He was 
ix man of broad 
views, generous and 


warm hearted,; wns a master of his trade 
and possessed good executive ability. 


There survive to mourn his death a 


wife and one son. 


The funeral will take place on Monday 


afternoon at 2 o'clock from the house, 
1SOO College avenue.

dead man did not leave $3. 


Letters found among the effects of the 


si'icidn indicate that the 
nairfe 
of a 


wealthy cousin is Fred Gocrgen, Lo Fris- 
co street, San Francisco, California. A 
telegram was sent to that address with 
facts concerning the fate of Laux. 


At the inquest held yesterday after- 


noon no important evidence was added 
to the facts published, except that Mrs. 
Louis Lawson where the man roomed, 
hea.rd him leave the house about two 
o'clock in the morning and shortly after 
heard a revolver shot, but did not in any 
way connect Laux with the shot. 


When the body was first discovered in 


the grass by a son of Mr. Lawson he 
supposed it was a tramp asleep and the 
police office was called up. 


The story thnt Laux hnd wealthy rel- 


atives in California was simply a- myth, 
for this morning Coroner Hoyle received 
the following in answ.er to a telegram he 
sent to the supposed rieh cousin:

The body will be buried at the expense

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—Robert W. Cris- 


well. editor of the New Yorker, a weekly 
journal, who recently was held to the 
grand jury on a charge of criminal libel 
in which the names of friends of Miss 
Alice Roosevelt figured prominently, and 
Whose connection with the Social Kditors' 
Society is now under investigation, found 
'death tonight by throwing himself under 
the wheels of a subway express train. 
The death was witnessed by several per- 
sons, who unite in their declaration that 
the ease was plainly one of suicide. 


RHINOCK TALKS OF SUICIDE. 
CINCINNATI, 0., Aug. 4.—The tragic 


death of Robert W. Criswell in New York 
last night, following the complaint made 
against liis paper, the New Yorker, for a 
publication involving Congressman Rhi- 
nock of Cpvington, Ky., Miss Alice Roose- 
velt, Congressman Lnngworth and others, 
leads to the supposition that it was a 
case of suicide caused by the results of 
that publication. 
( 


Congressman Rblnock reached Cincin- 


nati today after a brief absence. 
He 


said he was shocked by the news. 
"It 


probably was suicide," he said, "but I do 
not, 
believe the 
charge I filed against 


him prompted the act, for Criswell knew 
there was nothing immediate for him to 
fear in my ease. Other affairs which the 
general public have not been informed of 
prompted the deed, I think. As a mat- 
ter of fact, I do not believe it is repeat- 
ing a secret nowr to say that since 
the 


publication of his arrest on the complaint 
I. made, Criswell had been summoned to 
the district attorney's office half a dozen 
times on cases 
entirely distinct from 


mine. After the ice was broken, others 
who had.not up to that time dared to 
take action, went to Jerome oriiis assist- 
ant, Krotell, and told their stories. I be- 
lieve Criswell saw himself hopelessly im- 
meshed and decided to end it all. 


"I believe Criswell was sincerely sorry 


for the publication. He so impressed me, 
and as I told you at the start, he grad 
ually drifted along, getting his paper 
more and more sensational, without real- 
izing the: extent to which he was going. 


"He did not reveal to me the author 


of the article, but promised to do so at 
the. hearing iu September, if by that time 
the man did not come forward himself 
and acknowledge, the authorship. . . 


"He was not promised immunity. 
1 


told him I would do what I could for 
him if he told all, but that did not mean 
much, as it was not my case, but thnt of 
the district attorney. I am only a -wit- 
ness in whatever the case develops into 


even now. Assistant Attorney Kroetel 
did not jjromi.se him immunity, that I 
know, but he told .Criswell he would be 
as easy as he could. 


"The district attorney declared, I know 


that he will go anywhere to arrest the 
author of the article. I know the district 
attorney was more anxious to get the 
author, than, the publisher when last I 
saw him." 


'Dp you know the author of the arti- 


cle?" he was asked. 


Well, there is a general suspicion, and 


that suspicion points to only one man. 
But of course suspicion is not evidence.". 


Criswell was at one 
time 
connected 


with a Cincinnati morning paper and had 
a large, mmiber of acquaintances here.

AN OFFICER SUSPENDED 


Seorge Crangle Will Have In- 


vestigation on Charge Pre-

Thief of Police Plistcr, pending investi- 
gation of charges 
preferred 
by S. R. 


Bryan, secretary of the Belle City Slalle- 
able Iron company. The charges allege 
:hat Officer Crangle did .not treat Mr. 
Bryan with that consideration due a citi- 
zen when he was on his way home from 
i. party early 
Thursday 
morning and 


that the oflicer used abusive and obscene 
.angnage which aroused several people 
from their slumbers. 


Mr. Bryan states that he had been out 


to a party and with a number of friends 
entered a hack to go home. He left the 
hack at the corner of College avenue and 
fourteenth street and started to walk 
to his home half a block distant. In a 
few moments some one called to him and 
ho answered, and a policeman came xip 
behind .and walked along with him. 


He further alleges that the officer ask- 


ed him where he was going and he said 
ho was going home; he was asked where 
he lived and answered in the center of 
the block.- Then the officer asked him 
what street he was on nnd he said, "You 
ought to know, you are a policeman." 
More conversation ensued and it is al- 
leged that the officer called Mr. Bryan 
names after he had gained his premises. 


Policeman Crangle states that he did 


not overstep his authority. It was sim- 
ply his desire to ascertain who Mr. 
Bryan was and where he was going, as 
tho gentleman is a stranger to him and 
that he would do the same thing over 
again. It is probable that a meeting of 
the fire and police commission will be 
called within a few days to investigate. 


After the affair Mr. Bryan complained 


to Mayor Nelson who reported to the 
chief of police who was reluctant to sus 
pend the officer,'but the mayor believed 
it would be the best, thing to do and the 
suspension followed. 


It appears that Mr. Bryan made, liis 


complaint to Mayor Nelson and that his 
honor made the charges in writing to 
Chief of Police Pflster, a* follows:

A NATIONAL SECJ5SSITY. 


When the provision in the federal con- 


stitution is read which requires each 
state to give full force and credit to the 
acts of another state it will be noticed 
how .grotesque it all is. The acts of one 
slato are by no means assured of being 
respected in another state and nowhere 
is this-morc prominent than in the for- 
ty-five different marriage and divorce 
Jaws. It is this fact thnt is leading to 
nn increasing demand that there be but 
olio marriage and divorce law and that 
be a national one. It is true that while 
one may be legally divorced or married 
in the stnfe in which citizenship is held, 
yet on going to some other state the 
7iinrriage or divorce may not he legal. 
Thus in South Carolina the divorce of no 
state is legal, the state not recognizing 
divorce in the sense the term is applied. 
It follows divorced people moving into 
that state and marrying again are com- 
mitting a most serious offense for which 
if found out they will come under the 
jurisdiction of the criminal law. 


There is not only the question of di- j 


vorcc—of marriage—but of plural m:tr 
riagcs as well and miseegnatioii. For 
say -what one will and contrary to Dowie 
the intermarriage of white anil black is 
repugnant. 
As to plural marriage, agiiin 


say what one will, the evil is dominant 
in certain quarters 
in the west. Tin. 


open admissions lust winter in congrrs-, 
by one of the leading .Mormons that l» 
was living in unlawful adultery, known 
as plural marriage, having more than cue 
wife, ought to have startled tlie law- 
makers, only the startling was hurdly 
perceptible. A national law should pro- 
hibit by severe penalties and heavy fines 
this peculiar Utah system, known in oth- 
er stales as bigamy, but for \vhich biga- 
my the law sends people to juii. 


Marriage should not. be made so easy 


that thousands of people thoughtlessly 
enter into the married state only a few 
weeks, months or even years, to seek the 
divorce eourt. 
Neither should divorce 


be made so easy that the getting unmar- 
ried is but the simplest thing in tho 
world. Nothing is surer than that if di- 
vorce was made iliilieult' marriage con- 
tracts would be entered into with mui'li 
less ease than ut present. 


Here are one group of states where di- 


vorces are to be had for the mere for- 
mality of the thing. Here in another 
state no divorce is granted for any rea- 
son, us in South Carolina, anJ states 
where divorces are not given unless for 
reasons that do not encourage the hnb- 
it. States do not recognize the laws of 
other states, and with the great indiffer- 
ence displayed by the law. the purity of 
the family relation is being undermined 
steadily. 
The public morals are deterior- 


ating and society as the term is used, 
and not the group that iu communif ies 
aggregate themselves as the "four bun 
dred," is becoming seriously fostered. 


Congress can take this matter up 


promptly, or it eun do nothing, pr'jbably 
the latter course, as being what would 
be called'as a play of good politics, hut 
still public sentiment is increasing, slow- 
ly may be, until the day will come when 
the moral sentiment of the country will 
rrae superior and the politician will go 
to make room for the decency and re- 
spectability of the country. 


The purity of 
family 
life concerns 


every citizen, no matter his wealth or his 
lack of wealth; his prominence in the 
community or his non-prominence; no 
matter one's religion or lack of religion; 
his-.politics or no politics; no matter any 
association or lack of association—all 
are equally affected by looseness and de- 
moralization, of the body politic.

THE ASSETS OF T,IFE INSURANCE 


COMPANIES. 


The enormous accumulations of some 


of our great corporations is only notice- 
able when passing events throw out the 
picture in relief for consideration. Thus 
the long drawn out! contention as re- 
gards one great life insurance company, 
an inner civil war, as it were, in which are 
arranged stockholders, policy holders 
and officials of the company in fighting 
order, lias served to draw public atten- 
tion to the collossal accumulations of the 
prominent companies in the business. 


The statistics of the three leading life 


insurance corporations, excluding sever- 
al others, every one, however, also 
counting millions of assets, are most in- 
teresting. 
These three have in actual 


cash to their credit much more than the 
national government had up to a few 
years ago, the amount of the combined 
three reaching $48,318,935. The combin- 
ed assets are $1,245,591,851. The secur- 
ities held as investments and constitut- 
ing the reserves aggregates $750,593,775. 
The cash on deposit in banks is given at 
$48,318,935. The money loaned out in 
mortgage loans is given at $206,846,707. 
The aggregate income for the year of 
1004 ig stated to have been the enormous 
sum of $2513,970,931. The amount paid 
to the policy holders of the three com- 
panies 
was $101,409,450.

irobably expenses, premiums, etc., were 
$.3!.,(i83,b'54. Tlie face amounts of 
the 


mlicies in force was on the same date, 
January 1st, 1905. $4,971,763,810.

there is all the more food for thought. 


It is, however, readily seen that how- 


ever enormous the accumulations, were 
some unexampled calamity or epidemic 
to happen, despite the assets, trouble 
might follow liquidating in full, if the 
fatalities outclassed the assets in hand. 
It. is not the question of the magnitude 
of these assets and investments and casli 
or relative smallness, but the use made 
of the enormous, simply enormous pow- 
er. 
].s it wisely ur ill » Sufficient has 


developed in the course of the family 
washing of the company to show that 
the policy holders have not been used 
exactly according to Gunter and that 
more or less ducats on the side have 
been made, to say nothing of the lift 
given certain loading magnates in the 
syndicate and railroad line, and if the 
results in the end lead to a better un- 
derstanding- on the part of the public of 
the affairs, of these great life insurance 
companies the better it will be, and the 
ess opportunity to do any work oirthe 
side lines to the detriment of the hold- 
ers of the policies. 


How far does the right of policy hold- 


ers go a.s coming in contact with those 


tho stockholders in companies pos- 


sessing genuine stockholders. That is 
to say, things in tho strictly mutual 
companies may be different. 
But much 


of this business is mysterious to the 
layman and some things he may not 
kno\v very much about. 


But at least there is sufficient to the 


Rttrpose to warrant the 
assertions of 


President Roosevelt that life insurance 
companies should be under the national 
supervision. It is denied forcibly that 
these corporations, mutual or otherwise, 
ire engaged in commerce of the nature 
'hat would bring them under national 
urisdiction as with the railroads. But 
denied or not, public policy will remedy, 
positive assertions to the contrary, for 
as to interstate commerce features, if 
these corporations with headquarters in 
one state and city are accepting policies 
in every state and territory in the union 
as they are, every one of them, might 
it not follow under a. strict interpreta- 
tion such business was interstate com- 
merce! Even if not, the nature of the 
business, the large accumulations which 
admittedly arc very considerable iu tlie 
custody of a very few men, the great 
power vested in the trustees, so to speak 
of the officials, justifies the siipervisiou 
of the nation in legal form provided. 


Exclusive state life insurance compan- 


ies may exist, but if so, are scanty in 
number, for the field must be national in 
scope to succeed. State or nation, some 
efficient authority must cxht to exercise 
a proper control and to watch tlie col- 


funds, that they be not used il- 


legally or to the detriment of business 
men not engaged in powerful trusts and 
commanding corporations.

through red tapeism, with delays in con- 
structive work, that the ^Republican par- 
ty who pushed the canal through may al- 
so receive some reminders at the hands 
of the voters.

.1 factor one way or the other or any 
effect on any or both political parties, 
as a strict business proposition the thing 
to do unmistakably is to turn over to 
the United States army the job of con- 
structing the- Panama canal. The work 
will be done as all army work would be 
done; there could be no clashing of au- 
thority anywhere and besides it would 
be done much cheaper. 


really true the fault should certainly 
be located .by the responsible parties in 
control of the investigation. 


It is probably so that from the news- 


paper reports no startling incriminating 
evidence has run up and down the spines 
of readers, and the testimony the pub- 
lic had been supposing would be forth-- 
coming-, has not been discoverable. Still

The government of Prussia has a way 


that must be distinctly discouraging to 
the owners of coal mines. While not 
exactly going upon the plan.favored by 
David 'B. Hill of New York, that of tak- 
ing possession of the mines, yet tiie gov- 
ernment has adopted another -policy 
even mere to the .purpose. This purpose 
is the compelling of coal operators, that 
is, meaning the coal syndicate, to con- 
tinue each mine in-operation1., This syn- 
dicatq had adopted the United States 
plan of keeping .up the price and fixing 
prices, by means, of fixed allotments of 
the different mines, but the new law ar- 
ranges, matters somewhat different, this 
law is explained as follows: 


"The law juat passed empowers the 


government board of mining inspectors 
to order resumption of work at any mine 
which has been idle for six months, pro- 
i-idecl it can be shown that the mine can 
be operated profitably. If the owners re- 
fuse the boards can institute compulsory 
process. The owners have the right to 
abandon their property; to the state if 
they are unwilling to continue opera- 
tions, or the state can, as a, last resort, 
dispossess the recalcitrant owners." 


The operation of such a law .in this 


country could not probably be brought 
about and would need amending in some 
particulars if such could. . The best law 
serving consumers and independent coal 
operators would be one compelling un- 
der heavy penalties all railroads to dis- 
card their coal carrying interests and t 
carry to the markets aud»sea ports th 
coal of every producer no matter if i 
the trust or syndicate or not, and at pre 
eisely the same price charged .by., th 
roads for carrying their..own..coal,an 
coal, of other syndicates. 


WORK FOR THE HUMANE. 


The discovery has been made by a 


somewhat noted divine in Chicago that 
in our large cities the sad fact of pov- 
erty is one of the serious .problems. This 
is a perfectly true statement 
and no 


amount of contentious differences can 
successfully deny this broad statement. 
The question of poverty is a serious 
question and it exists everywhere, with 
the large cities by no means being any 
exception. The only difference is that in 
the cities the dire poverty, and suffering 
ma.y be concealed as to individual cases, 
but in the smaller communities the dis- 
tressing poverty is readily .visible and 
felievable by the humane disposed. This 
same divine says in his city are spots 
where people are living below the pov- 
erty line, where houses reek with dis- 
ease, becoming nests of disease, insani- 
ty^ idiocy and .crime breeders. 


All most lamentably true in every 


word.. The field is large and strongly 
appeals to every citizen to give every 
help, within their power to .assist the 
ministering spirits in the pulpits to.bring 
about better conditions. However it is 
but-fair to say that the. observations of 
this; reverend were founded upon his text 
of ••'The Perils of Poverty," taking as 
the subject thought, the statement that 
poverty does not exist in this country 
as it does in many European oountries.

SURRENDER 


Details ot Pursuit and Surrender 
oi Eussians on Sakhalin Island 


Russians Wilh. 70 Officers and 3200 


Men Surrender, With all Sup- 


plies and Records. 


TOKIO, Aug. 4.—A report giving de- 


tails of the final pursuit and surrender 
of the majority of the Russian garrison 
on Sakhalin island has been received as 
follows: 


"An independent cavalry column on 


the afternoon of July 23 attacked the 
enemy south of Paleo and routed them, 
driving them southward, capturing two 
field guns, besides a number of rifles and 
a quantity of ammunition. 


"On July 20 the cavalry, being rein- 


forced, vigorously pursued the 
enemy 


south o1 Tayan, which lies twenty-five 
miles south of Rykoff. The enemy halted 
at Onol, twenty-five miles south of Tayan 
and at 5 o'clock in the morning of July 
30 Bent a letter under n flag of truce to 
the Japanese commanding officer 
from 


Gen. 
LinnpenpfT, the Russian governor, 


saying that the lack of Bandage material 
nnrl medicines nml tlio consequent inabil- 
ity to- care for the wounded compelled 
him from a sense of humanity to termi- 
nate hostilities. 


The commander of the Japanese force 


replied, demanding, the delivery of all 
war supplies and property of the Russian 
government, the uninjured nnd the deliv- 
ery of all mops, records and papers re- 
lating to the Russian civil and military 
administration and requiring their deliv- 
ery ill reply nt 1ft o'clock on the morning 
of July 31, otherwise an attacking me- 
dium would immediately be started. 


"Col. 
Tolivitch, on behalf of Governor 


Lianpenoff, mot Col. Koizumi, Japanese 
chief of staff, on the morning of July'31 
and accepted the proposed terms. 


"Governor Lianpenoff, seventy officers 


and 3,200 men of the Russian garrison 
then surrendered. 


"The 
spoils, consisting of clothing, pa- 


pers and military supplies, arc now under 
investigation."

•_, The three year old child- of Mr. and 
Mrs. John W: E.ugguber, residing up 
stairs nfc 401 Sixth street, miraculously 
escaped denth Saturday evening. 'On the 
landing of a pair of steps on the outside 
of the building the infant1 was in a baby 
cab. 
Mr. and Mrs. Rugaber were'with 


it. She entered the house and Mr. Rug- 
gaber remained with the child. A storm 
was gathering in the heavens and "the 
wind commenced blowing. Mr. Ruggn- 
ber glanced up the street. At that mo- 
ment a gust of wind caught the cab and 
it was carried down the stairs before the 
father of the child could stop it. 


It is unnecessary to state that it went 


down with lightning speed, but,strange 
to say remained upright nnd the child 
stayed in until the jwheels of the cab 
struck the sidewalk. Then the baby and 
all of the clothing were thrown high in 
the air and fell to the sidewalk, the child 
striking on the quilts and pillows, while 
the baby cab went into the gutter. From 
the quilts the child rolled on the side- 
walk and the father believed it was kill- 
ed. It did not take him long to get 
down the stairs and pick the child up 
and the mother who had become aware 
of the accident, nlso thought the little 
one was fatally hurt. 


Dr. S. C. Buclmn was called and found 


the child in a semi-conscious state, with 
a big lump.on its head and some' cuts 
and bruises visible and it was feared 
there was1 concussion of the brain or per- 
haps the skull fractured, but happily the 
injuries were only slight nnd the child is 
all right today. 


Early Sunday morning the dead body 


of Robert N. Eohse, a cook, was discov- 
ered in a cell at the county jail. From 
appearances lie had died some time dur- 
ing the early morning hours of heart 
trouble, as he was in the best'of health 
when he retired at night and also at 3 
a. m., when he was awakened by other 
prisoners brought to the jail. 


Several weeks ago Mr. Lohse left Chi- 


cago for Corliss to cook in the Orchard 
hotel, where non-union machinists are 
housed. He was arrested last week on a 
charge of committing an assault on one 
of the servant girls and was found guilty 
in Ju.'itice Lee's court and sentenced to 
ten days in the county jail. His time 
would have expired on Thursday morn- 
ing, 


Lohsc, when booked, gave his nativity 


as German, profession lake cook, age 43, 
and residence Buffalo, New York. 
He 


was a very lively and jolly prisoner and 
the life of the jail. 
Saturday night he 


retired after 0 o'clock in good health. 
About 3 o'clock in the morning1 he was 
awakened when a number of drunken 
men were brought in, and as was his 
custom, he commenced to yell and crow 
like a rooster. 


FOUND DEAD IN CELL. 


Andrew Miller, a Burlington man, who 


s serving a long term and- has sort of 
charge of the jail, warned Lohse to keep 
quiet, that he was disturbing others, and 
le answered "All right," and went to 
ileep. When the prisoners awoke in the 
morning, Fred Mutter 
entered Lohse's 


cell to arouse him and discovered 
he 


vas dead. 
He;notified Andrew Miller, 


vho believed ttye man was playing off, a 
rick he often played. He told Mutter 
o sprinkle him with ivater. but Mutter 
cfuscd and insisted that the man was 
lead. Miller Stepped into the cell and 
ound that it Was. true and that Lohse 
ad been dead possibly for some hours.

Coroner Hoyle was called nnd took pos- 
ession of the bod3'. It was removed to 
he 
undertaking (establishment Of the 


3elle City Furniture company and pre- 
ared for burial. Among the personal el- 
ects of the dead man was a traveling 
ard indicati/ig that he was a member 
f Pamona Masonic lodge No. 281,'St. Jo- 
eph, Mich., nlso the Lake Seaman's un- 
on. There was also found a letter ad- 
dressed to Miss A. W. Stahl, 22 Alaska 
street, Chicago, 111., employed in a drug 
store. She wns apprised of the death :6f 
Mr. Lohse by telephone and answered 
that she would be here today. Evidently 
she was the sweetheart of the dead man. 


Telegrams were nlso sent to St. Joseph, 


Mich., and answers received thnt Lohse 
was formerly a member of the Masonic 
lodge there., but had long ago dropped 
out.
